The millions in

state constitute a 
m y stery to w estern peoples. 
One leader 
arises who wishes to m odernize his coun­ 
try . 
A nother stands for the old order of 
things and the 
predom inance 
of the 
Chinese 
aristocracy . 
The 
last of the 
Mongolian em perors still liv es in seclu­ 
sion. 
W estern missionaries spread the in­ 
fluence of Christianity . 
But the te a c h­ 
ings of Confucius and of B uddha still 
prev ail. 
M ighty nativ e upheav als seek 
to oust foreigners and foreign influence.

PENALIZING FIRE CARELESSNESS 
The United States has done little re­ 
garding personal responsibility for dam ­ 
ages done to others by fires caused by 
carelessness. 
In 
Indiana, 
howev er, 
an 
ow ner of property may be held liable for 
dam age done by fire to anotherbs proper­ 
ty , prov ided this dam age was occasioned 
by failure to comply with an order of the 
state fire marshal. 
A uthority of the state fire m arshal in­ 
cludes 
m aking 
and 
issuing 
orders 
for 
abatem ent or remov al 
of 
fire 
hazards 
and includes ordering of repairs to or 
the complete remov al of buildings found 
to come within the purv iew of the act, as 
well as enforcem ent of regulations per­ 
taining to storage, use, m anufacture, sale, 
handling and transportation of all classes 
of combustibles and ex plosiv es. 
The ow ner of property , condemned as 
a fire hazard, who persists in m aintain­ 
ing it in such a condition despite the or­ 
der of the state fire marshal, may be 
held liable in dam ages to others whose 
property is reduced in rental v alue or 
otherwise by reason of condition of con­ 
dem ned property 
or 
whose 
insurance 
i-ates upon their own property are in­ 
creased by reason of such condition. 
If other states would follow the lead of 
Indiana and adopt such a law, it would 
do much to lessen fire hazards and re­ 
duce fire losses in our country .

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FRANCE REFUSES ARMS PARLEY

As was to hav e been ex pected, France 
has slipped 
behind 
the 
skirts of the 
League of Nations in rejecting President 
Coolidgebs proposal for a fiv e-power con­ 
ference looking to limitation of aux iliary 
nav al craft. 
Paris has m ade it clear, 
ev er so politely , tha t she is now the lead­ 
ing military pow er on Continental Europe 
and intends to rem ain so. 
She will not 
undertak e to limit nav al arm am ents w ith­ 
out taking into consideration ev ery thing 
tha t pertains to w ar— land and air forces 
and raw m aterial resources— and ev ery 
nav al pow er on earth. A lthough relations 
betw’een F rance and Italy are none too 
cordial, Rome is ex pected to join wdth 
Paris in refusing to join Mr. Coolidge's 
parley . 
Semi-official 
adv ices 
already 
cruiser defense. 
Thus the old Genev a deadlock of last 
sum m er is to be m aintained for the pres­ 
ent. 
Britain and J a pa n m ay perhaps be 
willing to cut down their sea equipm ent 
in a three-pow er treaty , but it is a remote 
possibility . 
As long as F rance m aintains 
her “subm arine m enace” it is reasonable 
to believ e tha t Britain will m aintain her 
crusier defuse. 
As F rance sees the question, Britain 
has a big nav y and a small army , while 
France has a small nav y and a big army . 
Nav al cuts would therefore leav e Britain 
with 
an 
ov erw helm ing 
sea 
force as 
against F ra nc e ’s— and armies are more 
quickly built tha n ships. 
Such a condi­ 
tion is not to be thought of in the present 
uneasy state of mind in the old world, 
and France v ery conv eniently falls back 
upon the league as the most polite way 
out.

It in a controversy which had arisen 
between th a t bank and th e F arm ers 
and Mechanics bank, a corporation. 
The petition states th a t the F a rm ­ 
ers and Mechanics bank had been 
closed by the finance d epartm ent of 
th e state, and had formulated a plan 
for reopening whereby depositors of 
th e bank were to waive 
their 
de­ 
posits, or a part thereof, and in lieu 
thereof take title to certain object­ 
ionable commercial paper which was 
unacceptable to the commissioner ot 
finance, which he had directed be re­ 
moved from the bank. 
At th e time 
the 
F arm ers 
and 
Mechanics bank was closed, accord­ 
ing to the petition, the 
American 
Exchange bank was a large depositor 
in the F a rm e rs and Mechanics bank, 
and with a view to aid the F arm ers 
and Mechanics bank in reopening its 
doors for business the American E x­ 
change waived $10,000 of its deposits 
in th e F a rm e rs and Mechanics bank, 
and it w as agreed th a t the balance 
of th e American Exchange deposits 
in th e bank th,e 
sum 
of 
$43.000 
should be withdraw n as follows, $3,- 
3 00 o n demand, on the reopening of 
th e F a rm e rs and Mechanics 
bank, 
and $4 ,000

The American Ex­ 
change bank, according to the pe­ 
tition, retained the plaintiff to rep 
resent it in the coiitroveisy , denied 
the right of the F a rm e rs and Me­ 
chanics bank to tender such notes, 
and authorized the plaintiff to lake 
such steps as he deemed necessary 
to protect its right and the rights 
of its depositors. 
After repeated 
efforts

settlem ent, 
the 
petition 
states 
the F a rm e rs and Mechanics 
bank 
rescinded Its former action, retook 
the 
notes 
tendered 
the 
American 
Exchange bank, and restored upon 
its books the form er status of ac­ 
count with the American Exchange 
bank. 
W herefore plaintiff asks for $150 
judgm ent, and th a t this judgment 
be declared to be a setoff against 
his Indebtedness to said bank.
